SACRAMENTO, Jan. 19.—The 'Uni- 


versity of California will be the piece de 
resistance for the Legislature tomor- 
row (Wednesday), for in the evening a 
grand Joint mooting is to be held In 
the Supreme Court rooms. The lle- 
^entfl and members of the Alumnae As- 
Bociatlon will be present, and the Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds Committees 
of both Senate und Assembly, the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate 
and 


Ways and Means Committee of the As- 
Hombly will sit in judgment. 


The occawion is to be made a thor- 


ough one as la'r as the Berkeley insti- 
tution is concerned. All the bills now 
uffcctlng the University will be brought 
tip and considered and statements will 
Jje made by thy 'Regents and perhaps 
liy some mornb>-rB of the faculty. It is 
i-;aid that some statistics are to be pre- 
sented that will surprise the legislators, 
for fvw have a complete idea of the 
ifreat growth of the educational center. 


The principal bill it is dtsired to pass 


ing will be interested in a bill intro- 
duced today by Senator Teeney. 
Its 


principal provision Is as follows: 


"Where a lower berth of any section 


in any sleeping car is occupied by a 
person or prrsons who has or have en- 
gaged such lower berth, then and in 
that event tne upper berth of such sec- 
tion shall not be made up or lowered 
without the consent of the person or 
persons so occupying such lower berth, 
unless such upper berth shall, at the 
time it is so lowered or made up be ac- 
tually engaged by a bona-ftde occupant 
thereof." Violation is punishable by a 
fine of J500. 


Senator Bulla is paving the way for 


the Appellate Court bill, for he has put 
in a measui'e adding that tribunal to 
those possessing judicial power in the 
State. So Si r the district bill is the on- 
ly one that has put in an appearance, 
and as it is being boomed extensively 
the impression is created that it is the 
only one on the subject. As has been 
stated befoie in this correspondence, 
though, the measure despite its back- 
ing by the Bar Association, does not 
find favor with the Supreme Court and 
the justices want a law to go through 
giving theni an Intermediary tribunal 
with finite lowers to take the place of 
the 
Supreme Court Commissioners. 


Chief Justice Beatty has some valuable 
ideas on the subject and the result will 
doubtless bt- the introduction of a bill 
on different lines to the three district 
court measures. 


Senator Uraunhardt evidently be- 


lieves in lot;, of elections, for he today 
presented a iiill declaring that all coun- 
ty and township officers except where 
special provi.-ilon is made, shall be elect- 
ed every U\o years. This is directly 
antagonistic to Senator Bulla's meas- 
ure declaring that the offices in ques- 
tion shall have four-year terms.

minister, lawyer, doctor, teacher, clerk 
or m<-chonlc can legitimately deduct 
from Ilia total receipts his expenditures 
for books. otlU-e rent or material used 
in hlL' business, and the balance ia hU 
Income. The merchant, banker, agent 
on commission .md manufacturer may 
tieduet from his total receipts the cost, 
of material and the cost of rent, Insur- : 
ancp, 
hired help and other necessary 


expense. The Income of the farmer Is 
his total receipts, Including eggs, chic- 
kens, vegetables, fruit, etc., consumed 
by the family, less the actual cost of 
producing ami harvesting his crop. Of 
oo'iroo a part of his income is all pro- 
duce exchanged for groceries and cloth- 
iriK.

BACKAMBNTO, Jan. 19.—The 'Uni- 


versity of California will be the piece de 
resistance for the Legislature tomor- 
row (Wednesday), for in the evening a 
grand Joint meeting Is to be held In 
the Supreme Court rooms. The Re- 
gents and members of the Alumnae As- 
sociation will be present and the Pub- 
lic Buildings and Grounds Committees 
of both Senate and Assembly, the Pi- 
nance Committee of the Senate and 
Ways and Means Committee of the As- 
sembly will sit in judgment. 


The occasion is to be made a thor- 


ough one as laV as the Berkeley insti- 
tution la concerned. All the bills now 
affecting the University will be brought 
•up and. considered and statements will 
be made by the .'Regents and perhaps 
by some members of the faculty. It is 
»aid that gome statistics are to be pre- 
sented that will surprise the legislators, 
ior few have a complete Idea of the 
great growth of the educational center. 
j The principal bill it is desired to pass 
IB the one allowing one per cent more 
of taxation, one-half of which is to go 
jor permanent improvements. The in- 
come at tlie-preuent basis of assessment 
Will be Increased $120,000 per annum and

So far the district bill is the on- 
ly one that has put in an appearance, 
and as it is being boomed extensively 
the impression is created that it is the 
only one on the subject. As has been 
stated before in this correspondence, 
though, the measure despite its back- 
Ing by the Ba.r Association, does not 
find favor with the Supreme Court and 
the justices want a law to go through 
giving them an Intermediary tribunal 
with finite powers to take the place of 
the Supreme Court Commissioners. 
Chief Justice Eeatty has some valuable 
ideas on the subject and the result will 
doubtless be the introduction of a bill 
on different lines to the three district 
court measures. 


Senator Braunhardt evidently be- 


lieves in lots of flections, for he today 
presented a, bill declaring that all coun- 
ty and township officers except where 
special provision is made, shall be elect- 
ed every two years. This is directly 
antagonistic to Senator Bulla's meas- 
ure declaring that the offices in ques- 
tion shall have four-year terms. 


FOB FRUIT KAISERS. 


Alameda County fruit raisers will be

In 
addition to the home delegation Sena- 
tors Jones, Boyce and Androus, as rep- 
resentatives of agricultural sections, 
are pressing bills to the front, the latest 
being introduced by Jones today. It is 
an act empowering the 
Legislative 


body of any incorporated city or town 
within the State to levy taxes not to 
exceed ten cents on every' $100. The 
money is to be expended in the eradica- 
tion of fruit pests within the corporate 
limits and the taxes are to be in ad- 
dition to those authorized by law. It 
shall not apply in cities and towns that 
do not have 2,000 acres or more o£ fruit 
trees witWn the corporate Hmitg.

The following communication Is fur- 


nished by th« City Christian Kndeavor- 
ers, who are presiinff the idea of pro- 
portionate giving, aa opposed to church 
fairs and bazaars, for raising money 
for Christian work: 


"One of the most pressing needs of 


Christianity on the Pacific Coast is the 
raising of much'lartrcr sums of money 
for Christian work. Some individuals 
are doing nobly. Some churches have 
a record that is commendable. Many 
Christian* are robbing themselves and 
their churches of spiritual power by 
neglecting to give of their means a» 
God 
has prospered them. Neglect of 


giving la just as surely a cause of spir- 
itual 
coldness as is neglect of Bible 


•tnay, neglect of prayer, or neglect of 
the house of God. In addition to this 
spiritual eoolneea, our mission work, 
both home and foreign, our educational 
work 
and 
the development of our 


churches are seriously crippled. Hence, 
a v*ry practical question is this of se- 
cu'-ing larger resources for Christian 
work. One solution is the cultivation 
of the spirit of proportionate giving. 


• 
"Proportionate giving is the giving 


of a per centage of a man's income. 
Income Is the total receipts less the ex- 
penditure for production. Thpse hav- 
.Ing a salary and those whose chief re- 
ceipts are the direct result of manual 
or mental labor, can decide easily as 
to 
their income. Any such laborer, 
minister, lawyer, doctor, teacher, clerk 
or mechanic can legitimately deduct 
from Ills total receipts his expenditures 
for books, office rent or material used 
in hie business, and the balance is hia 
Income. The merchant, banker, agent 
on commission and manufacturer may 
deduct from his total receipts the cost 
of material ard the cost of rent, insur- 
ancp, 
hired help and other necessary 
expense. The income of the farmer is 
his total receipts, including eggs, chic- 
kens, vegetables, fruit, etc., consumed 
by the family, less the actual cost of 
producing and harvesting his crop. Of 
conrsn a part of his income is all pro- 
duce exchanged for groceries and cloth- 
Ing. One Item of Income la often over- 
looked—a 
fair rent for the house in 
which the owner lives, whether in city 
or country. In most cases the man who 
is in rttbt may legitimately deduct from 
his receipts the Interest on his Indebt- 
edness and of course must add all in- 
come in whatever form from invested 
capital not employed in his business. 
"With these definitions it is compara- 
tively easy for each man to decide as 
to MB income. "Unless he is running in 
debt from year to year or using up his 
capital his Income cannot be less than 
the rent of his homc.plus his table cx- 
'penses, plus his clothes, plus his lux- 
uries—tobacco, concert!), plus his dues 
to any society or lodge, plus iiis benev- 
olence and church expenses. A care- 
ful reckoning will bring to many Chris- 
tians who think they are liberal in 
Christian 
giving the startling revela- 
tion that they are spending dollars up- 
on luxuries and dimes or nickels or cop- 
pers 
upon the work of the Master. 


Thousands of Christians on this coast 
.do 
not pay annually one per cent of 
their income for the Lord's work; and 
then wonder why.lt is so difficult to 
raise money for the pastor's salary 
and missions. Hundreds of the young 
people in our churches have an annual 
Income of from $iiO to $SOO a year. Most 
Christian farmers, merchants, mechan- 
ics, 
doctors, lawyers and ministers 
have an income ranging all the way 
from $200 to J2.000 a year.. Not a few of 
our 
people have incomes larger than 
this last si'.m. 


THE TITHE SYSTEM. ' 


This system has probably more advo- 


cates than any .other system of giving. 
It lias many arguments in its favor. 


"Jacob adopted it centuries before 
the Mosaic law. In view of God's mani- 
fold mercies he voluntarily vowed to 
give the Lord a tenth of his income. Sea 
Gen. XXVIII 21-22. Thousands moved 
l>y the mercies of God toward .them, 
have adopted this plan of giving. It is 
a goodly company to Join. 


"God commanded the chosen people 
to 
observe it, and blessed them finan- 
cially and spiritually in his observ- 
ance. When they withheld their tithes 
he withheld his blessing. Many in our 
own 
day are convinced that the ob- 
servance of this system has brought 
to them both financial and spiritual 
blessings. Js there any reason why. the 
Christian today should give less for the 
work of God than the Jew gave? Ought 
we not to give more rather than less?- 
"It is a resonable proportion. Most 
people can live comfortably on 90 per 
cent, of their income and save eome- 
thln# besides. It God asks us to set 
apart one seventh of our time as holy 
unto the Lord in which we. are to do 
no servile work, surely we ought glad- 
ly to set apart at least one-tenth of ou» 
earnings. 


"The great need for money in our day 


for 
the work of the Lord and the re- 
markable results achieved l>y Us use, 
Urongly 
urge every Christian 'to lay 
aside at least ten per cent, of his in- 
come for Christian work. Never was 
mocey 
a 
more effective agency iu 
diristian work. 
., 


MISSIONARY WORK. 


The wide adoption of this system 


would make unnecessary thrilling ap- 
peals that are now so frequent in order 
to carry on church, educational and 
missionary 
work. With this system 


widely 
adopted, "our weak churches 
that now flnd it such an effort to' raise 
KOO to »500 for the pastor's salary and 
JSO a year for education and missions, 
would without'special effort raise JSOO 
or 11,000 for the pastor and at least 
J300 a year for these other causes. Our 


State mlcsionarie*. obuld rive most of 
their time to revival .work and three- 
lourths nf the agent* of our missionary 
societies could become pastors.. 


*It would kill Off three-fourths of the 
undeserving appeals for money. All 
sorts of appeals are made to Christians. 
These undeserving appsHile aofe killing ! 
the benevolence of'many a Christian. 
He has so many calls that he gets tired 
of the whole business.; One day it is 
that abominable 'device, the chain let- | 
ter. The next day it Is an appeal from | 
a church that-recklessly ran in debt. 
The third day it If to,help a starving 
family which pays more for tobacco 
than for flour. And so it goes until the 
head ia tired and-the heart »ick and 
then when the regular offering for mis- 
sion or Christian : education 
comes 
these Christians excuse themselves be- 
cause they have wasted a few dimes on ' 
some undeserving object. I protest that 
our unsystematic giving has become a 
curse and is drying up the streams of 
benevolence and robbing our churches 
of spiritual power. 
Every Christian 
ought to give every year at least one 
per cent of his income for foreign mis- 
sions, at least 1 per cent for home mis- 
sions, at least one per cent for Chris- 
tian education, something every year 
for the Publication Society and occas- 
ionally respond .to some extra appeal. 
He then would have left an abundance 
with which to support his own church- 
liberally; and planning these amounts 
for these deserving objects he would 
soon starve out these undeserving ap- 
peals, greatly to the advancement of 
God's Kingdom.

ONE-TENTH OP HI3 INCOME! 
| 


"Who,.then, will consecrate this day 


one-tenth of his income to the work of 
the Lord, to be divided as follows: At 
least one per cent for home mission, at 
least one per cent for foreign missions, 
at least one per cent for Christian edu- 
cation, setting aside'the balance for the 
Publication Society, special deserving 
appeals and his own church work. 
Those willing to sign this pledge are in- 
vited to send their names to the secre- 
tary of their Young People's Society, 
who will send them a pledge for this 
purpose. Let all those who have al- 
ready adopted this system send in their 
names that their example and zeal 
may provoke many others to adopt 
some system in their giving. Let us 
have an army of proportionate givers, 
giving; not less than ten per cent of 
their income for approved and deserv- 
ing work in building up the Kingdom 
of God."—T. G. Brownson, president 
California College.
